PONY TRIPS 


Trail Riding is one of the joys of a mountain 

holiday. Many scenes of unsurpassed beauty 

can be reached only by pony trail. 

Sulphur Mountain, past the Upper Hot Sul¬ 
phur Springs to the Observatory at top of 
mountain. All day. 

Spray Valley, following the Spray River and 
visiting the goat traps. Half day or all day. 

Loop Trail, skirting the golf course where a 
brisk canter may be enjoyed on the level 
stretches. 2 hours. 

Healy Creek, on the way to Mount Assini- 
boine. Half day or all day. 

Mount Edith Pass, gateway to the vast moun¬ 
tain region to the north. All day. 

Hoodoos, skirting Tunnel Mountain north of 
the Bow River. Half day. 

High-line Trail, following Spray River for 3 
miles and returning via Upper Hot Sulphur 
Springs. 2 hours. 

Riding clothes can be rented at the Check¬ 
room. 

Rates for ponies and guides are fixed by Gov¬ 
ernment regulation. Enquire at Transport 
Desk in Main Lobby. 

Camping and Hunting trips may also be 
arranged at Transport Desk. 


FISHING 

There is good fishing in many of the lakes and 
streams of the Park. Dolly Varden, Grayling, 
Rainbow, Cutthroat and Nipigon trout are 
found and afford splendid sport. Lake trout, 
specimens of which run to 50 pounds, are found 
in Lake Minnewanka only. 

An experienced fishing advisor, familiar with 
the fishing waters of the Parks, is available in 
the Hotel and will gladly give information as to 
the best fishing lakes and streams, or conduct 
parties. 

BOATING 

Rowboats, canoes and motorboats may be 
hired at Mather’s Boathouse which is located 
on the Cave and Basin Road near the Bow 
River Bridge. 

Trips can be made up the Bow River for 8 
miles, also up Echo River (which flows into the 
Bow a short distance west of the Boathouse), 
thence via Willow Creek to the Vermilion 
Lakes-, which offer delightfully shady courses 
for canoeing. 

Motor launches make several trips daily up 
the Bow River. Round trip 16 miles, IK 
hours. A 10-minute stop is made at the upper 
end of trip, near which is good fishing and a 
fine place for picnicing. Passengers may stop 
over and return by a later trip if they so desire.

HIKING 

There are many delightful short walks, part day 

or all day hikes, with the Hotel as the starting 

point. (See map for trails). Some of the more 

interesting are: 

1. 20 Minute Walk—One way to Village by way 
of Bow Falls and Bow River trail to Bridge. 
Take trail to left of outer Swimming Pool. 

2. 30 to 40 Minute Walk—Take Spray River 
Road to left of main entrance of Hotel to Pony 
Bridge, return east side of river and cross first 
fairway of Golf Course (care to be taken not to 
obstruct golfers), then through Club House to 
Hotel, or 15 minutes additional walk by con¬ 
tinuing along road to Fish Hatchery and trail 
opposite pond to Hotel. 

3. 2 Hours return—To Summit of Tunnel Mt., 
route main road to Village, turn to right at 
Mount Royal Hotel, continue along Cariboo 
Street until you strike trail. 1,000 feet to climb. 

4. 4 to 5 Hours return—To Summit of Sulphur 
Mt., Upper Hot Springs Trail, branching off 
Spray River Road one hundred yards to left of 
main entrance of Hotel. Five miles and ap¬ 
proximately 4,000 feet to climb. 

5. Half Day, 8 miles return—Spray River Road 
to 4 mile bridge (large span) and return by trail 
on east side of river, brings you to gate opening 
on to Golf Course enclosure, turn to left along 
trail and to first fairway of golf course. 

6. All Day—Spray River Road to confluence of 
Goat Creek and Spray River, 7 miles one way, 
or branch off to right on lumber road leading to 
Goat traps, 9 miles one way. 

7. All Day—To Hoodoos. Main Road to Village 
first turning to right after crossing bridge, along 
Buffalo Street, keeping to right on road to point 
above Falls and opposite Hotel, trail to right 
beyond bend of road, leading down to Bow 


River.
